One can fairly hear the sounds of approval 
from a majority of Academy members who 
have shared, in the past and on two different 


occasions, the delight that Mr. Cavagnaro has 


brought to previous Academy meetings. 
Through his pictures and himself, something 
special emerges. It is a sincere pleasure that 
we welcome him once again, this time in 
company with his wife Maggie. 
“Almost Home” is the title of a handsome, 
. thoughtful book by the Cavagnaros recently 
published by the American West Publishing 
Company. The material for our meetings is 
based upon the wealth of wonderment in this 
book. The Cavagnaros, for the past three 
years, have evolved a singular lifestyle — 
simple, rewarding — that most readers will 
respond to in a warm and perhaps slightly 
envious fashion. They, through simplifying 
their existence during three years of living, 


teaching and luxuriating in the rural beauty of 
Audubon Canyon Ranch near San Francisco, 
have been able to examine not only their own 
lives (including that of their delightful son 
Pippin) but the ways of life of the organisms 
—both plant and animal—surrounding them, 
thereby establishing an ever-renewing rela- 
tionship with the natural world. Those who 
know David’s previous books, “Living Water’ 
(in collaboration with Ernest Braun), and ‘This 
Living Earth’, know his talent as a photog- 
rapher and it will come as no surprise that his 
Maggie, too, is adept at both the camera and 
the drawing board as evidenced in their joint 
project of ““Almost Home”.
